"She has been In Parts about a fortnight and 1 have received three 


letters from her—all telling how well she was getting along. The last one 
I received only this morning.

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Pinchofs Tale of Woe. 


The car of the country for several days has been strained to 


catch a sound or a hint from Porto Morizio. Gifford is there and 
has had a whole day with the ex-President. Xobody doubts that he 
has told all his troubles. 


Pinchot was the chum of the ex-President in the halcyon days at 


Washington. He played a good game of tennis. He is the antithe- 
sis of the strenuous one. It is impossible to picture him riding a 
hundred miles in seventeen hours, or stalking hippopotami or Afri- 
can buffalo. 
The attachment seems to exist on lines of contrast. 


Pinchot \vas officially and socially under the presidential wing, with 
a pull that got him anything he wanted. When the wing was re- 
moved he found it was entirely different. 
He had to do with men 


who sized him up on more legitimate lines. He was not used to 
that. Instead of standing his ground in a man's way he began to 
whimper. Finally he yelled for help. He enacted the.part of the 


. carefullv combed kid who complains of the rough-and-tumble boys. 


Finally he ran off to his old-time protector, and there is little doubt 
that he has given all those who played rough a terrible name. 


The question is whether this has had the effect of enlisting in- 


tervention and provoking retaliation. It should be realized at the 
outset that the Pinchot \\ay isn't the Roosevelt way. There is noth- 
ing fearsome about the ex-President. Xo rough boys could chase 
him out of the game. He would stand by his colors and give as 
good as he received. His antagonist would be lucky if the Colonel 
did not give better than he received. The natural conclusion is that 
Roosevelt will listen to the Pinchot tale of woe and let it go at that. 
He will not seek to avenge the troubles of his weakling charge, be- 
cause that would not on!}- be unwarranted from the premises, but 
would involve national consequences The tx-President has to have 
something to fight over in order to be effective. 
It is entirely in- 


conceivable that he will turn his back on Root and Taft, not to men- 
tion others of national stature, merely to humor the whim of a 
small man like Pinchot, albeit a personal friend. 


But the uncertainty as to just what he will do is the thing that 


whets public curiosity. Until he does something there is a sort of 
feeling that he may do anything. 


American Campaigning Commended. 


We have been so much in the habit of seeing our institutions 


criticised at home that it is a peculiar sensation to find them com- 
mended abroad. That rather severe critic of whatever it conde- 
scends to notice at all, the Fortnightly Review, advises the British 
fellow citizens that they might well imitate the methods of our politi- 
cal campaigns. They are even adrvised to send agents to this coun- 
try while a presidential contest is in progress to take account of our 
way of performing at the polls. "They would then have a chance 
of learning the utility of clubs." The "campaign manager," it is ex- 
plained, is a personage entirely strange to the British elector—and 
what is meant by the campaign* manager is probably the chairman 
of the central committee. 


A particular point in our flavor mentioned by the Fortnightly 


writer is our good temper under political stress 
'VX e go through 


our campaign^ with some vaing3orious oratory, it is true, but in the 
main with entire amiability. Jhe day after election \\e drop al 
differences, and some of us frankly confess in the retrospect that 
we are at once able to indulge • in, that the issues were not as vita 
as they were held to be. Such ,a thing as baiting speakers on the 
stump we'are entirely free from, and en masse we treat both candi- 
dates and speakers with respect whether we agree with them or not 


This attitude is entirely novel to the British elector. An elec 


tion campaign with him is a very serious, not to say acrimonious 
proceeding. It is characterized by bitter partisanship, with never 
a saving sense of humor. The candidate is baited and booed. Thf 
most disrespectful personal remarks are directed at him as he ap 
pears in public. Those who do not like him express their disappro 
bation in the least diplomatic ways, such as catcalls, hootings anc 
thumpings with feet and sticks. Very frequently there are deadl} 
riots. In general there is a bitterness that we are total stranger; 
to. At political meetings inithis country if we do not like a spcake 
we quietly vacate the hall. 
In England they remain and drown hin 


out in rowd\ ism. 


When some of our reformers get -o btis-y telling us how mucl 


better everything is in every other country \\e should remembe 
how superior some observers in some other countries regard ou 
ivay of electing public officials. 


Maligning the Courts. 


It is characteristic of that partisan spirit that twists everythin 


that is done or happens to the discredit of the party which it seek 
to overthrow that the order of the Supreme Court to the effect tha 
the Standard Oil and Tohctccp cases shall be reargued is construe 
as the effort of the dominating political party to save these trust 
from the just punishment of the law. The facts really are tha 
the action is due to the death of Justice Brewer. When the ar 
gument was made, but ei?jht Justices heard it. Justice Moody wa 
incapacitated throug illness. The death of Brewer leaves but «evc 
to render judgment 
It \va-~ concluded that a full bench is de-irabl 


to pass upon such \astly important matters, or at least that not Ics 
than eight should participate. 


We have seen here in California an attack upon courts of las 


resort for the undoubted purpose of promoting demagogic politic 
The national attack is not so flagrant, and as yet is little more tha 
inuendo. hut it is even more reprehensible because of its extcnde 
^cope. There is nothing so deplorable as undermining the faith of 
the people in their courts. 
The stability of government must be 


precarious whenever the point is reached that the mass of citizen's 
do not believe in theirhigh legal tribunals. It is favorite tactics of 
the demagogue to sow the seeds of doubt in these matters. That is

In all 
the thousands of post-mortem exam- 
inations w h k ' i haie been performed 
throughout thL civilized world during 
the last 50 y^ars has there 
been 
a 


single instance of the supposed corpse 
under examination showing signs of 
life such as would infallibly appear at 
the direction of a living subject? 
We 


venture to faay that if this had occur- 
red the world would have heard of it. 
We would point out, moreover, that 
the bodies upon 
which post-mortem 


examinations are performed are in no 
sense selected, but Include those of 
persons of both sexes and of all ages 
who have died from all sorts of nat- 
ural and violent deaths and at widely 
varying intervals of time before the 
sectio cadaveris. 


In our minds, this consideration at 


once disposes of the assumption that 
premature burial is of any frequent 
occurrence, and limits discussion 
to 


those unusual cases in which, either 
because of a trance condition having 
existed before the supposed time of 
death or from the delay of rigor mor- 
tis or from the temporary persistence 
of the body temperature of life, there 
are reasonable doubts of the fact of 
death. But. surely, these are just the 
cases in which expert opinion will al- 
ways be sought, and in \\hlch burial 
will naturally be delayed until the on- 
set of the 
Incontrovertible 
sign 
of 


putrefaction. 


Evidence more conclusive than that 


of opinion is forthcoming, for 
our 


Vienna correspondent 
describes 
the 


elaborate system of death certification 
which has been enforced in Austria 
during the last 50 years, which pro- 
| vidcs that every body before burial 
must be1 seen at least twice within" 4S 
hours after death by two independent 
medical men, and by one 
of 
them 


again immediately before the closing 
of the coffin. 
In no single Instance 


has the fact of death been contro- 
verted during these repeated examina- 


tions, and to make assurance doubly 
sure in Vienna those persons who de- 
sire .it can have the uncoffined bodies 
of their dead friends kept under ob- 
servation In special mortruary halls 
for as long as eight days before bur- 
ial, but of the many thousands of bo- 
dies which have been laid out in this 
manner not one has ever risen from 
his or her probationary bier.

April or May, when 1 could accompany her to Paris, but because of the rigors 
of the Chicago climate, sent her south with friends a month ago.

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Pinchot's Tale of Woe. 


The ear of the country for several days has been strained to 


catch a sound or a hint from Porto Morizio. Gifford is there and 
has had a whole day with the ex-President. Xobody doubts that he 
has told all his troubles, 


Pinchot was the chum of the ex-President in the halcyon days at 


Washington. He played a good game of tennis. He is the antithe- 
sis of the strenuous one. It is impossible to picture him riding a 
hundred miles in seventeen hours, or stalking hippopotami or Afri- 
can buffalo. The attachment seems to exist on lines of contrast. 
Pinchot was officially and socially under the presidential wing, with 
a pull that got him anything he wanted. 
When the wing was re- 


moved he found it was entirely different. 
He had to do with men 


who sized him up on more legitimate lines. He was not used to 
that. Instead of standing his ground in a man's way he began to 
whimper. 
Finally he yelled for help. He enacted the part of the 


carefully combed kid who complains of the rough-and-tumble boys. 
Finally he ran off to his old-time protector, and there is little doubt 
that he has given all those who played rough a terrible name. 


The question is whether this has had the effect of enlisting in- 


tervention and provoking retaliation. It should be realized at the 
outset that the Pinchot way isn't the Roosevelt way. There is noth- 
ing fearsome about the ex-President. 
Xo rough boys could chase 


him out of the game. 
He would stand by his colors and give as 


good as he received. His antagonist would be lucky if the Colonel 
did not give better than he received. The natural conclusion is that 
Roosevelt will listen to the Pinchot tale of woe and let it go at that. 
He will not seek to avenge the troubles of his weakling charge, be- 
cause that would not only be unwarranted from the premises, but 
would involve naticfnal consequences. The ex-President has to have 
something to fight over in order to be effective. 
It is entirely in- 


conceivable that he will turn his back on Root and Taft, not to men- 
tion others of national stature, merely to humor the whim of a 
small man like Pinchot, albeit a personal friend. 


But the uncertainty as to just what he will do is the thing that 


whets public curiosity. Until he does something there is a sort of 
feeling that he may do anything. 


American Campaigning Commended. 


"We have been so much in the habit of seeing our institutions 


criticised at home that it is a peculiar sensation to find them com- 
mended abroad. That rather severe critic of whatever it conde- 
scends to notice at all. the Fortnightly Review, advises the British 
fellow citizens that they might well imitate the methods of our politi- 
cal campaign^. They are even advised to send agents to this coun- 
try while a presidential contest is in progress to take account of our 
way of performing at the polls. 
"They would then have a chance 


of learning the utility of club*." The "campaign manager," it is ex- 
plained, is a personage entirely strange to tl>€ British e'ector—and 
what is meant by the campaign manager is probably the chairman 
of the centra! committee. 


A particular point in our fa\or mentioned by the Fortnightly 


writer is our good temper under political stress. 
We go through 


our campaigns with some vainglorious oratorv. it is true, but in the 
main with entire amiability. 
The day after election we drop all 


differences, and some of us frankly confess in the retrospect that 
we are at once able to indulge in, that the issues were not as vital 
as they were held to be. Such a thing as baiting speakers on the 
stump we are entirely free from, and en masse we treat both candi- 
dates and speakers with respect whether we agree with them or not. 


This attitude is entirely novel to the British elector. An elec- 


tion campaign with him is a very serious, not to say acrimonious, 
proceeding. 
It is characterized by bitter partisanship, with never 


a saving sense of humor. The candidate is baited and booed. 
The 


most disrespectful persona! remarks are directed at him as he ap- 
pears in public. Those who do not like him express their disappro- 
bation in the least diplomatic ways, such as catcalls. hooHngs and 
thumpings with feet and sticks. Very frequently there are deadly 
riots. In general there is a bitterness that we are total strangers 
to. At political meetings in this country if we do not like a speaker 
we quietly vacate the hall. In England they remain and drown him 
out in rowdyism. 


When some of our reformers get ^o busy telling us how much 


better everything is in every other country we should remember 
how superior some observers in some other countries regard our 
way of electing public officials. 


Maligning the Courts. 


It is characteristic of that partisan spirit that twists everything 


that is done or happens to the discredit of the party which it seeks 
to overthrow that the order of the Supreme Court to the effect that 
the Standard Oil and Tobacco cases shall be reargued is construed 
as the effort of the dominating political party to save these trusts 
from the just punishment of the law. The facts really are that 
the action is due to the death of Justice Brewer. 
When the ar- 


gument was made, but eight Justices heard it. Justice Moody was 
incapacitated throug illne-s. The death of Brewer leaves but seven 
to render judgment. It was concluded that a full bench is desirable 
to pass upon such vastly important matters, or at least that not less 
than eight should participate. 


We have seen here in California an attack upon courts of last 


resort for the undoubted purpose of promoting demagogic politics. 
The national attack is not so flagrant, and as yet is little more than 
muendo. but it is even more reprehensible because of its extended 
scope. There is nothing so deplorable as undermining the faith of 
the people in their courts. The stability of government must be 
precarious whenever the point is reached that the mass of citizens 
do not believe in their high legal tribunals. It is favorite tactics of 
the demagogue to sow the seeds of doubt in these matters. That is 
what is being attempted now. The action of the Supreme Court as 
to the Standard Oil order is significantly headed up as another 
"blunder" that will lose the control to the Republican party, espe- 
cially in the lower House of Congress.

Premature Burial Is Unknown 


It is possible that an examination of 


the probability of premature burial, In 
the light of certain facts, may be of 
consolation to the less, prejudiced oj 
those who dread itt occurrence. In all 
the thousands of post-mortem exam- 
inations ivhi< h have been performed 
throughout the civilized world during 
the last 50 years has there been a 
single Instance of the supposed corpse 
under examination showing signs of 
life such as would infallibly appear at i 
the direction of a living subject? We 
venture to say that if this had- occur- 
red the world would have heard of it. j 
We would point out, moreover, that 
the bodies upon which post-mortem 
examinations are performed are in no 
sense selected, but Include those of 
persons of both sexes and of all ages 
who have died from all sorts of nat- 
ural and violent deaths and at widely 
varying: intervals of time before the 
sectio cadaveris. 


In our minds, this consideration at 


once disposes of the assumption that 
premature burial is of any frequent 
occurrence, and ifmits discussion to 
those unusual cases in which, either 
because of a trance condition having 
existed before the supposed time of 
death or from the delay of rigor mor- 
tis or from the temporary persistence 
of the body temperature of life, there 
are reasonable doubts of the fact of 
death. But, surely, these are just the 
cases in which expert opinion will al- 
ways be sought, and in which burial 
will naturally be delayed until'the on- 
set of the 
incontrovertible sign of 


putrefaction. 


Evidence more conclusive than that 


of opinion Is forthcoming, for 
our 


Vienna correspondent describes 
the 


elaborate system of death certification 
which has been enforced in Austria 
during the last 50 years, which pro- 
vides that every body'before burial 
must be seen at least twice within 48 
hours after death by two Independent 
medical men, and by one 
of them 


again immediately before the closing 
of the coffin. 
In no single Instance 


has the fact of death been contro- 
verted during these repeated examina- 


tions, and to make assurance doubly 
sure in Vienna those persons who de- 
sire it can have the uncoffined bndies 
of their dead friends kept under ob- 
servation in special mortruary halls 
for as long as ejght days before bur- 
ial, but of the many thousands of bo- 
dies which have been laid out Jn this 
manner not one has ever risen from 
his or her probationary bier.
